God Walks With Me

As the time of my stay at Bryan comes to an end, and 
the time approaches when I must move on to new and 
different things, I can look back over my years here and 
see that they have been profitable ones. I’ve learned a 
lot. In my chosen field of study I’ve discovered that 
there is much, much more to be explored, and my 
curiosity has been pricked to the point that I want to 
continue exploring. I’ve met fine people, both professors 
and fellow students, and have been greatly enriched 
through contact with them. I’ve seen true Christian love 
evidenced in others, and realizing the lack in my own 
life, I have been encouraged in attempts to let Christ’s 
love control me, also. But if I had to choose one area 
that stands out above all others at this time, I would say 
that my two-year stay at Bryan has been a time when I 
have learned to trust my heavenly father beyond all 
human resources. 

I have been learning over and over again the great 
truth of Psalm 37:5, which states: “Commit your way to 
the Lord, trust also in Him, and He will do it.” I’ve 
always prided myself with being an independent person. 

I can look at problems and think of all sorts of ways of 
solving them. But I’m learning that the only way to get 
things done right, the only way to live a peaceful, 
satisfied life, is to let God do things for me. I haven’t 
learned this lesson perfectly, but I have put God to the 
test several times, and He has always done far more for 
me than I could ever have done for myself, or than I 
expected Him to do. Sometimes I’ve been overwhelmed 
with God’s goodness toward me, but I really shouldn’t 
be so surprised, for Romans 8:32 states that “He who 
did not spare His own Son, but delivered Him up for us 
all, how will He not also with Him freely give us all 
things?” I’m part of God’s family, He loved me enough 
to give His own Son for me, He wants to give me all 
things if I’ll only commit my way to Him and let Him do 
it. 

Well, I’ve said a lot of fairly general things, but now 
I’d like to get down to specifics, and give you one 
example of how God has provided for me. I was raised in 
Brazil, and ever since starting college have felt that the 
different kind of upbringing I experienced was one of 
my talents, which should therefore be put to use if I 
were to please my Master. I’ve felt that the empathy I 
experience toward a different nationality could best be 
put to use by working with them in their own 
environment, on their own level. But although I do 
understand Brazilians from living in their country, from 
going to school with them, from befriending them, I 
have a fairly superficial knowledge. I’ve felt I should 
look more into their past in order to understand some of 
their present problems and tensions. But on the under- 
graduate level one can merely get a taste of history, 
especially in any specialized area. To dig deeper one 
must go on. So, at the end of my junior year I began 
exploring the possibility of graduate work. 


Joan Meznar is one of three graduate speakers 
chosen to represent the class of 1978 on the basis of 
speeches submitted in advance to a faculty com- 
mittee. Joan's parents , Leonard '51 and Dona Blaine 
x’53 Meznar , have been missionaries in Brazil since 
1958. They left their home on the outskirts of Rio de 
Janeiro on April 23 in time to attend their daughter's 
graduation and renew their own college memories of 
nearly thirty years ago.

Now, as most of you are well aware, a four-year 
college education can be quite expensive, and the 
prospect of one to four more years of study at 
institutions where tuition alone is more than total 
expenses at Bryan is a staggering thought. And then, 
there were so many places to choose from. With no real 
close family ties here in the United States to pull me 
into a certain region, it seemed as though the world was 
the limit. So I talked to some of my professors, and 
based partly on their advice, picked out five universities 
and applied. Here again I had to put into practice what I 
believed— “Commit your way to the Lord, trust also in 
Him, and He will do it.” 

I had to decide at the very beginning that I would 
expect God to direct, and therefore would not be 
disappointed at the results, knowing that He was in 
absolute control. Of the five universities, there was one 
which I had decided that if I were accepted there I 
would definitely go. It was the only one which rejected 
me. But how could I he disappointed? I’d committed my 
way to the Lord. Of the other four, I had some 
preferences, but no strong feelings toward any of them. 
Again I had to wait for God to direct, and much to my 
surprise, He did. I was offered a fellowship at Ohio State 
University so I would not have to pay tuition or fees, 
and would be granted a certain sum each month for rent, 
food, and other living expenses. All that was required of 
me was that I be a full-time student. Besides that, both 
the Chairman of the Department of History, and the 
senior professor of Latin American history at Ohio State 
are evangelical Christians. I had expected God to 
provide, but not in such an all-inclusive way. It’s an 
exhilarating feeling, but also an awesome and sometimes 
even scary feeling to know that the almighty God of the 
universe is my Father, and is directing my way. 

It’s time to step out of the comfortable surroundings 
of Bryan. It’s time to leave close Christian fellowship 
and head out into the world, where I must show God’s 
care and concern through my life to those who don’t 
know Him. It’s pretty sad to leave friends who have 
encouraged and built me up in the Lord. It’s sad to leave 
a place where I can go to teachers for advice and know 
I’ll be getting good professional advice, and also good 
Christian advice. But as I think of all the sad parts of 
leaving Bryan, I’m reminded that as God walked with me 
here, He’ll continue to walk with me at Ohio State, and 
wherever else He leads, and that promises to be an 
exciting, fulfilling life. 

Sure, I've learned a lot at Bryan. I’ve learned from 
classes, I’ve learned from friends, I’ve learned from my 
far away family. But most of all I've learned that peace 
is something I can have right now if I just turn my way 
over to the Lord and let Him work things out.
